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Looking Back 


The 1990-91 school year has been 
full of exciting world events. We've 
seen many happenings that will be re- 
membered for decades to come. 

The invasion of Kuwait by Iraq on 
August 2, 1990 headlines the list of 
world events. This invasion prompted 
U.S. and other allied intervention, 
and on January 16, 1991, the allies 
attacked Iraq and began “the liber- 
ation of Kuwait.”

Hands on Experience 


In Graphic Arts and VICA, stu- 
dents learn and are taught a wide 
variety of skills. Then through a 
variety of channels they apply 
what they've learned. 

In Graphic Arts students print 
out the deficiency reports, print 
the brochures for Central Office, 
the Bluffer, and much more. 

The publication of the Bluffer 
takes a lot of work, usually the 
average five day school week. 
After they receive the stories from 
the staff, they have to retype them 
in column form, then proofread it 
thoroughly before going any fur- 
ther. They then paste everything 
on postboard in page form. Next 
they go to the darkroom, and make 
a negative for each page. It’s then 
on to image assembly where they 
take the negative, make sure it’s 
positioned right for the paper, and 
ink out any spots on the negative. 
Then they transfer the negative 
from the sheet to a light sensitive 
sheet of aluminum. The metal alu- 
minum plate is then taken and ran 
off onto the press. The paper is 
then folded and shipped off to the 
high school. 

“Probably the worst mistake 
this year was when the columns got 
switched around, the first column 
ended up last. The paper was al- 
ready printed out when we noticed 
the mistake,” commented Mr. 
Yeakley. 

Hopefully in Graphic Arts the 
students learn enough skills to get 
a job and the opportunity to con- 
tinue enhancing and expanding on 
those skills. 

Vocational Industrial Club of 
America (VICA), is a club for stu- 
dents attending classes at the Area 
Vocational School. Its intent is to 
broaden their vocational training 
and help them respect work and 
their chosen profession. 

On February 23, VICA had the 
honor of hosting the Southeast 
District competition. The skills
